The 27th of February was the day 


appointed by Queen Victoria as a gen. 
eral holiday and thanksgiving through.

The heart of the British nation was 
stirred to its profoundest depths, and 
the devotion thus manifested by her 
subjects must have been highly gratify- 
ing to the Queen.
